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long, and it's the hot seat if there ever was one. B ut t h e
group has always been kind to me and I really have appreciated
it very much. It's been interesting in the 16 years t o wat ch
the change in the group and each Legislature, every two y e a rs ,
has a little different personality than the one b e f o r e. And
this position has been interesting, like running for office, you
traipse around the state and each town has a personality. And I
think of, being a little philosophical, the thing I have learned
in those 16 years is this, I don't try to make you over, I just
a ccept you a s yo u a r e . And that's the way it makes me happy and
that's the way I like it and that's why I like you so much , I
guess, because I just accept .you for what you are. A few y e a rs
ago, I wanted my wife to get me one of these, oh, my , hope I
don't strain something, but she looked at them and they were too
expensive and she didn't do it. And so I forgive you now, Ruth,
for not doing that, and it's okay, because I think this is much
nicer than the one we had in mind anyway. It is a be autiful
statute of the so wer and we will always keep it on our mantle
and look at it and think about these wonderfu l day s . In
closing, may I say that the reason I have enjoyed this situation
so much is that it's been so interesting; never t h e s a me . Th i s
session has been different than the last one. W e went t h r ou g h
various hard times this session but, a s you l ook b a ck , t h e y w e r e
interesting, weren't they? A nd, as we look back three months
from now or a month from now, w e wil l won d e r why we we r e so
angry at times with each other about certain bills. S o, l a d i e s
and gentlemen, I certainly thank you and appreciate it. Thank
you. (Applause.) Senator McFarland, you have a motion. You
may be seated, ladies and gentlemen.
